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There is reason to believe that John Perkins of Ipswich, Isaac Perkins 
of tho same place and Abrham Perkins if Hampton were nearly related, and 
vere brothers or cousins, Whether related of distinct, they and other 
pioneers of the name are thought to have descended from Peter Morley, Esq., 
gliag Porkins, who lived in the time of King Richard II, and was an officer 
in tho household, or Steward of the Court of Sir Hugh Despenser, about the 
yoar 1300, The name is easily evolved from the first Peter, whose children 
would be Peter's kins afterward Peterkins, and finally, as now, Perkins, 
The name now has a variety of spellings as Parkins, Parkyns, Perkings and 
Porkins. 


I, John Perkins, Sr., was born, by tradition, in Newent, county 
Gloucester, England, in 1590, He married in that kingdom Judith Sater 
and with her and their five children sailed from Bristol, Dec, 1, 1630, 
in the ship Lion, William Pierce, master, and arrived at Boston, Mass., 
Feb, 6, 1631. The family located in the last-named place where the husband 
and father took the freeman's oath May 18, the year of arrival and where 
his youngest child, Lydia, was born, In 1633 he removed with his family 
to Ipswich where he became a landowner and a valuable man to the infant 
town and colony, He died in Ipswich in 1654, aged 64 years, leaving a will 
which bore date March 28, that year and an estate which inventoried 
250.95.00.

Perkins became the father of eight children, 

iii, Elizabeth, born in 1618; died in 1700; married William Sargeant, 
born in England in 1602:, died in Amesbury in 1677, in his 75th 
year, The lived successivly in Ipswich, Newbury, Hampton and 
Amesbury, and had five children, 

iv. Mary, born in 1620; died in Amesbury in 1700, aged eighty years; 
married in Ipswich, Capt. Thomas Bradbury, of that place and later 
of Salisbury, in which last-named place he died March 16, 1695, 
She was accused of witchcraft and convicted but escaped execution, 
Eleven children resulted from this marriage. Jacob, born in 162/, 
was a Sargeant in the military; died 1699-1700; married (I) 
1647-8, Elizabeth Lovell, born 1629; died Feb. 12, 1685-6, probably 
a daughter of Thomas Lovell of Ipswich, He married (2) Mrs. 
Damaris ( ) Robinson, widow of Nathaniel Robinson of 
Boston, mariner, who died in 1716, aged 80 years, Serg. Jacob 
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Perkins by his first wife had 9 children, 
Lydia, born in Boston and there baptized in the First church, 
June 3, 1632, married (it is thought in 1651), Henry Bennet, a 
farmer of Ipswich, She is thought to have died in or about 1672, 
as soon thereafter Henry Bennet married for his second wife and 
as her third husband, Mrs. Mary (Smith) (Call) Burr, daughter of 
Richard Smith of Shropham, county Norfolk, England, and widow 
(I) of Philip Call and (25 of John Burr, She died Jan, 12, 1707-8; 
he was living Oct. 3, 1707.

SAMUEL P£RKINS of Ipswich, cordwainer, born there in 1655, married 
Hannah, a daughter of Twifford and Hannah ( ) West. He 


served as a soldier in the Narrangansett war, for which he received a 
portion of land at Voluntown, on the eastern border of Connecticut, which 
land afterward came into possession of his son Kbenezer, who settled upon 


it, and 


in 1735 sold it to John Wildes of Topsfield, Mass. He lived in 


Ipswich and died intestate in 1700, His widow, Hannah, was administratrix 
of his estate and the guardian of his two minor chiluren, John and Elizabeth,

4. SBENEZER FURKINS vas born in Ipswich, Mass., Feb. 3, 1681.) He 
married first, Hannah Saffard, /fug. 14, 1710, at Preston, Conn.; he married 
a second wife, but who she wes has not been ascertained, He was a farmer, 
and removed from Ipswich, Mass., to Preston, Conn. where he bought 123 
acres of land of John Hill, Oct. 27, 1714, ‘but sole this land again to 
John Prey in 1716, when he removed to Veluntowm, Com., where he tool 
possession of land which was given to his father, Samuel, in consideration 
of services rendered by him as a volunteer soldier in the Narranyansett 
war, Nov, 17, 1735. He, then living in Voluntown, sold to Jehn Wiides, of 
Topsfield, for 26 pounds, 8s, 6d., all his father's rights to Jand in 
Voluntown. He removed to Coventry, R. 1., after the sale of, this land, 
an’ died there before 1754, as we learn from the following recorcs:
